JURY WAS DRAWN THURSDAY 


District Attorney Outlines 
Common 


wealth's Evidence — Brief History 
of the Shooting to Death of Pretty 
Italian Girl in Clearfield on Sunday 
March 8 of the Present Year. 


The crime for which Philip Cimo 


is now being tried was the shooting 
to death of Marie Burzotto. 
Both 


these people were Italians. Cimo had 
been in this country for some time, 
but Marie came to Clearfield but a 
few weeks prior to her death. 
It 


•was claimed by Olmo that Marie had 
promised to marry him before 
she 
' cam* to the United States and that, 


relying on this promise, he had sent 
h«r money enough to pay her pas- 
sage over the sea and 
Iver railroad 


iare to Clearfield. 
He had also ex- 


pended considerable money in buy- 


, ing furniture with which he expected 


to furnish a home for himself and 
Ms wife. 


Saw a Handsomer Man. 


After Marie had arrived in New 


York it is. said that she met Oliver 
Italian men and that she saw one 
•who-i she thought she liked better 
than she did Cimo. At any rate, af- 
ter she reached Clearfield she reso- 
tately refused to marry Cimo. Philip 
plead with her to keep her troth, but 
to vain She declined to give any 
reason for her change of mind, 'out 
marry Philip stoe would not. 


That the refusal of the girl he lov- 


«d and whom he believed had loved 
Mm white she was in Italy preyed up 
v-«n th-3 mind of Cimo, there is no 


doubt. Finally, on the fateful Sun- 
day March 8, 1914, Philip mad* a 
last appeal to the 
grl, 
and upon 


Iww persisting In rejecting His love, 
tie ahot her, the bullet entering her 
left side. She died of her wound Mon- 
day afternoon, March 9 at the hos- 
pital. Tried to Commit Suicide. 


The tragedy which took place in 


the home of Frank Cimo, a brother 
of PbHlp. on South Third street, in 
•Clearfleld, was aired before the coro- 
mer. After he had ahot the girl Oimo 
fired a bullet into his neck, inflicting 
A wound which at first was thought 
to be mortal. He was taken to the 
•hosptial, where he recovered suffi- 
ciently to be removed to the county 
Jail to await his trial. 


It i* probable that letters written 


to Cimo by the girl while she was 
still in Italy will be offered in evi- 
dence in the trial of Ctmo. These let 
-ters are said to breathe a strong 
love for the present prisoner, and 
gave no indication of her changing 
her mind relative to the wedding so 
ardently desired by Cimo. 


The Jury Selected. 


The trial of PhiUp Cimo began late 


Thursday afternoon, the drawing of

Testimony of Physicians. 


Both as a physician and as coro- 


ner Dr. J. I. Pollum, of DuBois, and 
Dr.. Waterworth, of Clearfield, who 
was called to the Cimo home to at- 
tend the wounded mau and girl, ex- 
plained the nature of the wounds sus 
tained by Philip and Marie. Both phy 
sicians declared that the death 
of 


Marie Burzotto was caused by the 
bullet which hart been flared into her 
body. 


Mrs. 
Frank Cimo. wife o£ the man 


who lives in the Third street house 
in which the shooting occurred, was 
called to the stand shortly after 10 
tills morning and gave her story of 
what she knew of the affair. 


Philip Cimo, freshly shaved, pre- 


sented a much more creditable ap- 
pearanc'e this morning than he did on 
the day when lie appeared in court t 
ask that counsel be assigned to de- 
fend him.

Washington, May 8.—Reports of al- 


most continuous Constitutionalist suc- 
cesses in northern Mexico cleared the 
atmosphere materially so f:ir as the 
United States is concerned. 


The president mid his advisers be- 


lieve that before the A. B. C. nuiliators 
liesiu their work at Niagara Falls, 
Ont., Carraiixa will hold the entire 
north. Ihey are equally confident that 
so soon as this condition is brought 
about Hnerta will either eliminate 
him- 


self or be eliminated by the men who 
in the past have supported him. 


If Huertti can be eliminated there Is 


not an ottirlnl here familiar with the 
entire Mexican situation who doubts 
that a common ground could be quick- 
ly found on which all of the warring 
factions in Mexico would be brought 
together.

Room, Thus Breaking Century Old 
Custom—All Other Weddings Held 
In East Room—Bride Her Father's 
Chum—Many Handsome Gifts. 


Washington, May 8.—Miss Eleanor 


Randolph Wilson,, youngest daughter 
of the president and the second bride 
of the \Vllsuu administration's first 
fourteen mouths of tenure, was mar- 
ried at <i o'clock lust evening to Sec- 
retary of the Treasury William Gibbs 
MrAdoo. 


The ceremony was performed in the 


historic blue room of the White House, 
tbe apartment usually set aside for 
the exclusively ceremonial functions of 
an official or semiotilciat character. 
Miss Eleanor was the tirst daughter 
of a president to be married In the 
blue room. All others heretofore have 
been wed in the lofty and more com- 
modious east room. 


The reason for holding the wedding 


in the smaller room was that it was 
semiprivate lu character. The small- 
put weddiiwr company ever gathered in 
the White House—there were less than 
fifty persons present—was the reason 
for the chim^e from this century old 
practice.

Murdering Marie Burzotto 


JURY WAS DRAWN THURSDAY 


District Attorney Outlines 
Common 


wealth's Evidence — Brief History 
of the Shooting to Death of Pretty 
Italian Girl in Clearfield on Sunday 
March 8 of the Present Year. 


The crime for which Philip Cimo 


is now being tried was the shooting 
to death of Marie Burzotto. 
Both 


these people were Italians. Cimo had 
been in this country for some time, 
but Marie came to Clearfield but a 
few weeks prior to her death. 
It 


•was claimed by Olmo that Marie had 
promised to marry him before 
she 
' cam* to the United States and that, 


relying on this promise, he had sent 
h«r money enough to pay her pas- 
sage over the sea and 
Iver railroad 


iare to Clearfield. 
He had also ex- 


pended considerable money in buy- 


, ing furniture with which he expected 


to furnish a home for himself and 
Ms wife. 


Saw a Handsomer Man. 


After Marie had arrived in New 


York it is. said that she met Oliver 
Italian men and that she saw one 
•who-i she thought she liked better 
than she did Cimo. At any rate, af- 
ter she reached Clearfield she reso- 
tately refused to marry Cimo. Philip 
plead with her to keep her troth, but 
to vain She declined to give any 
reason for her change of mind, 'out 
marry Philip stoe would not. 


That the refusal of the girl he lov- 


«d and whom he believed had loved 
Mm white she was in Italy preyed up 
v-«n th-3 mind of Cimo, there is no 


doubt. Finally, on the fateful Sun- 
day March 8, 1914, Philip mad* a 
last appeal to the 
grl, 
and upon 


Iww persisting In rejecting His love, 
tie ahot her, the bullet entering her 
left side. She died of her wound Mon- 
day afternoon, March 9 at the hos- 
pital. Tried to Commit Suicide. 


The tragedy which took place in 


the home of Frank Cimo, a brother 
of PbHlp. on South Third street, in 
•Clearfleld, was aired before the coro- 
mer. After he had ahot the girl Oimo 
fired a bullet into his neck, inflicting 
A wound which at first was thought 
to be mortal. He was taken to the 
•hosptial, where he recovered suffi- 
ciently to be removed to the county 
Jail to await his trial. 


It i* probable that letters written 


to Cimo by the girl while she was 
still in Italy will be offered in evi- 
dence in the trial of Ctmo. These let 
-ters are said to breathe a strong 
love for the present prisoner, and 
gave no indication of her changing 
her mind relative to the wedding so 
ardently desired by Cimo. 


The Jury Selected.
